Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The claims 19-20 have been cancelled.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Prior art fails to show a system for monitoring the status of a pressurized 
automotive cooling system comprising a single manifold connected to the pressurized 
automotive cooling system environment; a low- pressure switch on the manifold for 
sensing when a preset minimum limit has been reached in the pressurized automotive 
cooling system; a low pressure alert display connected to the low pressure switch for 
displaying an alert when the pressure of the automotive cooling system is below the 
minimum preset limit; a high pressure switch on the manifold form sensing when a 
preset maximum limit has been reached in the pressurized automotive cooling system; 
and a high pressure alert display connected to the high pressure switch for displaying 
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an alert when the pressure of the automotive cooling system is above the preset 
maximum limit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
